today by A. 
Floyd, county 
superintendent 
of 
schools. 
Property valuation in the county 
for the year 1910-11 was $9,223,- 
839. 
Last census reports give it 
$17,579,287, 
according 
to 
Mr. 
Floyd’s report. In this same inter­ 
val, the valuation of school prop­ 
erty has increased from $182,078 to 
$585,800 and the money expended 
in the operation of county schools 
has grown from $60,684 to $263,- 
546. In 1910 
there 
were 
130 
teachers 
employed 
for 
county 
schools and now 242 are hired an­ 
nually. Then there were 7860 pu­ 
pils enrolled in public schools and 
last reports for schools shows this 
number to have grown to 10,496. 
Only 95 students completed the 
.eighth grade in Pontotoc county in 
1910-11 and this year 365, includ­ 
ing those in Ada, got eighth grade 
diplomas. Eleven years ago, IO stu­ 
dents completed high school in the 
county. 
Exactly 
nine 
times 
that 
number got high school diplomas 
in the county this year, his report 
indicates. 
Three schools^dn all the county 
did any high school work ten years 
ago. This number now has grown to 
IO, with five giving full four years 
courses. Only 
two 
gave complete 
high school work in 1910-11. Teacta- 
erages in the county have grown 
from none to 13.
